Ever wonder what people did for entertainment in Terre Haute 
back in the early part of the century? Many times the Hippodrome 
Theatre was the choice picked. 

Built in 1915 as a vaudeville house on the southwest corner 
of Eighth and Ohio streets, the building operated as the Hippodrome 
Orpheum Circuit. Theatregoers of Terre Haute saw the best in pro- 
ductions and outstanding stage and movie personalities of the era 
at the Hippodrome. During the summer months a varied fare of plays 
was provided, with traveling stock companies presenting different 
productions each week. 

The headliner for several years at the Hippodrome was the 
Blossom Seely and Benny Fields Act. Blossom Seely can be remembered 
for her singing of "The Japanese Sandman", "Smiles", way Down Yonder 
In New Orleans", and "California, Here I Come". 

Other vaudeville acts featured in the Hippodrome were those of 
Jack Benny and Ben Bernie in a violin act, George Burns and Gracie 
Allen, Fred Allen, the Dolly Sisters, Edgar Bergen and his dummy 
and an assistant, the Marx Brothers, George Jessel; among many others. 
Musicals, including Carroll's "Vanities" and George White's "Scandals" 
as well as plays such as "Tobacco Road" were seen on the Hippodrome 
stage. 

The new and handsome home of the patrons of this form of enter- 
tainment was designed by noted theatre architect, John Eberson; who 
was born in Austria, immigrated to America, and became one of the 
nation's foremost designers of theatres and movie palaces. 

In his design for the Hippodrome, Eberson used heavy massing, 
polychromy, and sculptural ornamentation in a manner reminiscent of 
the German Renaissance style. 

The building was rectangular in plan and featured a flat roof 
and reinforced concrete construction. Red brick laid up in common 
bond formed the exterior walls and a green facade roof appeared on 


the north and east elevations. The upper two floors of the three- 
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story building were dominated by two large pavilions, one near either 
end of the facade. Each pavilion contained a paired window unit 
which featured a hood mold comprised of a shallow canopy and a roundel 
bearing a lion's head grotesque. On the second floor, the area between 
the pavilions contained three rectangular windows. 

The Hippodrome was significant, historically, for its role in 
providing cultural entertainment for the citizens of Terre Haute in 
the early 20th century. 

In 1929, with the decline of vaudeville's popularity, the Hippo- 
drome closed its doors. It was reopened as a cinema and operated 
under the name "Wabash Theatre" from 1949 to 1955. In 1955 the Scottish 
Rite purchased and occupied the building. Maintained with few modi- 
fications since, the building still stands as a landmark to Terre 


Haute's rich history.

fficially opened Feb. 15, 

1915, the Hippodrome 
Theater at the southwest corner 
of Eighth and Ohio streets was 
referred to by New York vaude- 
ville barons as “a magnificent 
temple of amusement.” 

Even esteemed Austrian-born 
theater architect John Eberson of 
Chicago, who designed the 
German Renaissance structure, 
expressed “unbounded satisfac- 
tion” with the result. The new 
theater was the brainchild of 
Theodore W. Barhydt who came 
to Terre Haute in 1897 to assume the management of the Grand Opera House and, 
later, managed the Lyric and Varieties theaters. 

Indiana Gov. Samuel M. Ralston and his wife were special guests for the grand 
opening and were seated in the box draped with an American flag on the west side of - 
the theater. The orchestra played “Hail to the Chief” and Paul Dresser’s “On the 
Banks of the Wabash” before the chief executive made some enthusiastic extempora- 
neous remarks. Among the talents in the troupe performing for the occasion were 
Neptune’s Nymphs, Spencer and Williams Comedy Co., Florence Bain, Nina Morris 
and chanteuse Mademoiselle Evnette Asoria. Several vt deville barons were present, 
including Joseph M. Finn, Marcus Heiman and Asher Levy of the Finn-Heiman cir- 
cuit, the firm responsible for arranging the show. Telegrams were received from 
Martin Beck, Edward Albee, A. Pau! Keith and other vaudeville moguls. 

Many of the world’s finest entertainers appeared at the Hippodrome in its first 15 
years, including Al Jolson, Valeska Suratt, Blossom Seeley and Ralph Bellamy. In 
1920 Barhydt sold the theater to the Keith-Albee vaudeville circuit and collaborated 
with Eberson once again to build the Indiana Theater. In the late 1920s, when vaude- 
ville’s popularity began to ebb as the success of motion pictures increased, Keith- 
Albee merged with the Orpheum Circuit, forming the Keith-Albee-Orpheum Circuit. 

Films soon became the primary form of entertainment at the great vaudeville houses. 

Until 1948 the Hippodrome was the home of the Community Theatre of Terre 
Haute and the theater was used for legitimate stage performances and special events. 
Portions of the Hippodrome building were rented for offices. In 1949 the theater was 
converted into the Wabash Theater for motion pictures. 

In December 1956 the former Hippodrome was acquired by the Scottish Rite, 
which opened its Cathedral and Museum in 1957. The building is well maintained 
and may be toured by appointment. It may be Terre Haute’s best-kept architectural 
secret and is one of fewer than 20 Eberson-designed theaters remaining in America.

York vaudeville 
moguls as “a magnificent 
temple of amusement” 
when it opened 91 years 
ago, the Hippodrome 
Theater at the southwest 
corner of Eighth and 
Ohio streets once again 
will divulge its splendor 
to the public. 
Now known as the Valley 
of Terre Haute Scottish 
Rite Cathedral, the German Renaissance structure designed by celebrated 
Austrian-born theater architect John Eberson of Chicago will host live productions 
of The Robe daily from March 31 through April 2. The price of tickets is $10 for 
adults and $5 for children under 12. Tickets may be purchased at the box office or 
by calling 234-3761. Proceeds will be used for continued renovation of this Terre 
Haute treasure, which the public has seldom had an opportunity to see. 
The vaudeville house was the brainchild of Theodore W. Barhydt, who came to 
Terre Haute as manager of the Grand Opera House in 1897. Construction began 
June 2, 1914, and the grand opening was Feb. 15, 1915. Charles W. Hoff of Terre 
Haute was the brick mason. Before erecting The Hippodrome, Barhydt built the 
Lyric and Varietics vaudeville theaters in the city. Architect Eberson, who 
expressed “unbounded satisfaction” with the edifice, along with Indiana Gov. 
Samuel M. Ralston and their respective spouses, were special guests at the pre- 
mier event, seated in box seats draped with an American flag. The Hippodrome 
Theater Orchestra, conducted by Will Bryant and featuring pianist Leo Baxter, 
played “Hail to the Chief” and Paul Dresser's On the Banks of the Wabash Far 
Away” before Gov. Ralston made flattering extemporaneous remarks. Opening 
night features included Neptune’s Nymphs; Spencer & Williams Comedy Co.; 
Florence Bain; Nina Morris & Co.; the acrobatic Kimiwa Japs; Green, McHenry 
& Dean; and chanteuse Mademoiselle Evnette Asoria. Vaudeville barons Joseph 
M. Finn, Marcus Heiman and Asher Levy of the Finn-Heiman circuit were 
among the honored guests. Telegrams were received from other top vaudeville 
chiefs, including Edward Albee and Paul Keith. 
Many of the world’s most celebrated entertainers appeared on The Hippo- 
drome’s stage in its early years, including Jack Benny, Al Jolson, Valeska Suratt, 
Blossom Seeley and Ralph Bellamy. In 1920 Barhydt sold the theater to the The 
Hippodrome Amusement Co., formed by the Keith-Albee vaudeville circuit, and 
collaborated with Eberson once again to build the Indiana Theater.
